Fourth Nation-Wide Poll 

Small town and country voters 
have been registering their Presi- 
dential preference in these polls, 
conducted by country weekly 
newspapers, each national election 
year since 1924. Hach succeeding 
poll has shown an increase in the 
number of ballots cast and the 
accuracy of the forecast. 

In 1932 this small town and 
country poll was correct, within 
one state, giving Hoover 7 states 
against Roosevelt, whereas Hoo- 
ver carried only 6 states in the 
November election. In popular- 
vote totals, the Hoover-Roosevelt 
vote in the 1932 poll was within 
one per cent of the distribution of 
the popular vote between those 
two when the official November 
count was completed. 

Balloting in the 1936 poll was 
conducted over a period of nine 
weeks, from late July until Octo- 
ber 10th. Only actual individual 
ballots as sent in by newspapers 
from subscribers and readers were 
included in the national state-by- 
state tabulations. 

Lodge, organization or group 
voting was not counted. News- 
papers of all political faiths and 
complexions were invited to join 
in the poll.
